Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1-18, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a green sheet coating material containing ceramic powder, a binder 
resin including a butyral based resin as the main component, and a solvent, wherein the 
solvent contains a first solvent medium having a relatively low boiling point, wherein the 
binder resin is easy to by dissolved, and a second solvent medium having a relatively 
high boiling point.
